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Tall totems to be moved 


The totem poles in the courtyard of the Cor¬ 
nett Building are on the move. 

Plans call for the 50-foot poles to be 
transferred from their present location to 
the forest area beside the Cunningham 
Building. In the process they will be treated 
with fungicide and repainted by carver 
Tony Hunt. 

There is no definite date for the move but 
Martin Segger, Curator of the Maltwood 
Museum, expects the poles to be in their 
new location within a few months. 

Money is a prime reason for the move, 
explains Segger. The poles should betaken 
down and maintained every few years. To 
do this in their present location is very 
expensive. When they are next taken down, 
Segger wants them moved to a location 
where it would be much less expensive to 
work on them in future. This would help to 
insure regular care. 

Other considerations also influence the 
move. The forest background beside the 
Cunningham will be a more natural loca¬ 
tion than the centre of a building complex. 

In their present location the poles are 
subjected to different weather forces at the 
top and bottom. The top sections are 
exposed to the elements while the bases are 


protected by the walls of the Cornett. This 
protection has its price however, because 
the lack of sunlight encourages the produc¬ 
tion of moss and rotting at the bases. Mov¬ 
ing them to a more open location will insure 
even aging and reduce the moss build-up 
and rotting. 

The poles are replicas of poles now in the 
Provincial Museum and are on permanent 
loan from the museum. They were copied 
from the originals by the Kwakiutl carvers 
Henry Hunt and his son Tony Hunt. The 
poles were originally erected on campus in 
the early 1960s. 

The pole topped by a raven was carved 
by Henry Hunt. According to a paper pre¬ 
pared by Dr. Charles Wicke, chairman of 
History in Art, the original came from Kit- 
wancool, a village located on a tributary of 
the Skeena River. The pole was probably 
called “The Raven Soaring”. 

The original of the pole on the right 
came from the village of Gitlakdamiks on 
the Nass River. This pole was probably 
known as “Eagle-on-the-Decayed-Pole”. 
Tony Hunt carved the copy that was later 
loaned to UVic. 

The originals of both poles were superior 
examples of Tsimshian carving. 


Applications pour in 
for engineering dean 

More than 50 applications have been received for the position of Dean of 
Engineering at UVic. 

Applications for the new dean’s position and for four chairmen of depart¬ 
ments within the new faculty will be accepted until Dec. 31. 

It is expected that the dean will be hired to start July 1, 1982. 

“We’re very pleased with the calibre of applicants,” said Dr. Alfred 
Fischer, Vice-President, Academic, and chairman of the search committee for 
a new dean. 

“I anticipate further applications before the deadline,” he added. “I expect 
the search committee will begin reviewing the applications early in 
January.” 

Peter Vanderleeden, secretary of the search committee, said the applicants 
come from major universities in all parts of Canada and from the private 
sector as well. 

“There are some applications from overseas but the vast majority are from 
Canadians,” said Fischer. 

Fischer feels the reason for the large number of applicants is the fact that 
UVic is the first university in Canada to establish a new faculty of engineer¬ 
ing in many years. 

“A lot of competent people see this as the first opportunity in some time to 
become involved in the development of a faculty of engineering. Many see this 
as the last opportunity for some time to make such a contribution.” 

Approval has been given to UVic to plan a faculty which will develop to 
800 undergraduate students in a co-operative education program, with 100 
graduate students and 50 faculty members. 

There will be four departments; mechanical, civil, chemical and electrical 
engineering. 

Fischer said the planning timetable calls for the first students to be 
enrolled in 1985, “but this schedule is very sensitive to a decision on a building 
program. We could have the first students admitted in 1984, but we would 
have to have a building for the second year of the program. 

In UVic’s five-year capital plan, an engineering building costing $23.3 
million in 1981 dollars and a $5.5 million addition to the Elliott Building to 
meet requirements for engineering, are listed for construction in 1983-84. 

The Universities Council of British Columbia is currently reviewing the 
five-year capital plans from B.C.’s three public universities. 

Along with Fischer and Vanderleeden on the search committee are Dr. 
Roger Davidson, Dean of Arts and Science; Dr. John Dewey, Dean of Gradu¬ 
ate Studies; Dr. Graham Branton (Chemistry), director of Co-operative Edu¬ 
cation Programs; Dr. Sam Scully (Classics), vice-chairman of Senate; Dr. 
John Mclnerney, chairman of the Biology Department; Dr. W.T. Wooley, 
chairman of the History Department; Dr. W.R. Derrick Sewell, chairman of 
the Geography Department; Dr. James Cutt (Public Administration) and two 
professional engineers, Joe Cunliffe, former chairman of UVic’s Board of 
Governors, and Harold Page.

With less than three minutes to go in the 
championship game Dec. 6, it appeared 
that the UVic Vikings were finally going to 
capture the Pacific Rim Classic 
Tournament. 

They led the powerful Athletes-In- 
Action (AIA) team by four points, 63 to 59 
and had possession of the ball.

In the tournament’s consolation final, 
the University of Saskatchewan Huskies 
defeated the University of British Colum¬ 
bia Thunderbirds 64-43. 

Gerald Kazanowski of the Vikings w&s 
named the most valuable player in the tour¬ 
nament while all-stars included Narbe¬ 
shuber, Jones and Melvin Williams of AIA, 
Mike Jackel of Simon Fraser University 
and Mark Redekopp of Saskatchewan.

Forestry research colloquium set 
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Getting rid of soggy playing fields

A quick survey of the eight playing fields 
on campus reveals that not all fields are 
created equal. 

For example, the new field hockey 
pitches beside the McKinnon Building are 
flat and dry. Other fields are so covered 
with water that sea gulls and ducks often 
mistake them for lakes. 

The field hockey pitches have sand 
bases, allowing them to drain quickly. 
According to Dave Titterton, manager of 
Physical Education, Athletics, and Recrea¬ 
tion Facilities (PEARF), these new fields 
represent the playing surfaces of the future 
at UVic. 

“We are trying to work so that every 
Level one sport will have first rate playing 
and practice fields, all lighted and all on 
sand bases. Initially only the practice 
fields will be lighted, however,” says 
Titterton. 

“The great successes of Level one sports 
at UVic are driving us. Coaches have been 
very effective and as a result the number of 
players and time spent on the fields has 
increased substantially. Because they are 
university students and have to practice in 
the evening, it is necessary to light the 
practice fields.” 

The first step was the construction of the 
sand-based rugby field on McCoy Road 
across McKenzie Avenue from the Old 
Gym. The second stage was the construc¬ 
tion of the two field hockey pitches beside 
the McKinnon and the installing of lights 
on some of the practice fields. Next will be 


the redevelopment of one of the soccer- 
rugby fields. 

The sand-based fields have conven¬ 
tional turf. This requires more upkeep than 
artificial turf but reduces injuries. In addi¬ 
tion, the artificial turf has to be replaced 
from time to time offsetting some of the 
savings from using it. 

In addition to lighting, each field will 
have automatic, underground irrigation. 
This will insure that all fields are properly 
watered. 

The present cost for a completed sand- 
based field is $60,000. Because of this, only 
one field can be done at a time. Even if 
budget wasn’t a consideration, the fact 
that each transformation takes up to 18 
months means that only a limited amount 
of work can be started at any one time as 
another playing field must be found for 
those teams displaced by renovations. 

No changes are planned in Centennial 
Stadium as it is already an excellent facil¬ 
ity, says Titterton. A location may be deve¬ 
loped across McKenzie Ave. from the 
stadium for activities such as javelin and 
discus throwing. This would reduce the use 
of playing fields during high school track 
meets. 

Titterton is also responsible for Univer¬ 
sity Centre, where a continuous program of 
upgrading equipment is in effect. Since the 
centre opened in 1978, $25,000 has been 
spent each year on lighting, sound, and 
other technical equipment. This money has 
been raised through attendance at perfor¬ 
mances in the Auditorium. According to 
Titterton, attendance at events in the Aud¬ 
itorium has topped 100,000 this year.

Recent construction, landscaping, and 
road maintenance have created many 
changes on campus. 

Perhaps the most visible has been the 
construction of the new Phoenix Building 
for the Theatre Department and the 
Faculty Club. 

The Phoenix has already been turned 
over to the university and is scheduled to 
open in January. The Faculty Club will 
also open early in 1982 if the rain lets up 
long enough for the entrance road to be 
built. 

Other changes have been less noticed, or 
at least less commented on, but their com¬ 
bined effect is substantial. According to 
Ian Campbell, director of Campus Plan¬ 
ning, the new 5,000-square-foot, $450,000 
addition to the Cornett building will open 
sometime in the early Spring, probably 
March. The addition was scheduled to open 
in January but a delay in obtaining struc¬ 
tural steel has postponed this. 

When the new sectiqn of the Cornett 
does open it will provide temporary quar¬ 
ters for the Health Information Science 
program on the bottom floor and office 


space on the other floors. 

Health Information Science will enrol 
its first 30 students in September of 1982. 

Health Information Science, a new pro¬ 
gram in the Human and Social Develop¬ 
ment Department, will eventually move 
into the Nursing, Social Work and Child 
Care Building when it is completed. This 
building is at the top of the list in the five 
year capital plan, but according to Camp¬ 
bell “nothing much has happened with it 
yet.” 

Another building that is in limbo is the 
Life Sciences Building. Provincial appro¬ 
val has been given for the building, the 
preliminary design is complete and a loca¬ 
tion selected. When built, it will be located 
between the Cunningham and Elliott 
Buildings and house Biochemistry and 
Microbiology. 

Current plans call for the building to 
also house UVic Discovery Park tenants. 

Discovery Park has been the holdup. 
“We have heard nothing from the govern¬ 
ment and as a consequence don’t know 
where we are with the building,” says 
Campbell. 

New landscaping has included the 
areas around the tennis courts and Old 
Gym, along the playing fields by McKenzie 


Ave., and beside the Begbie Building. In 
the Spring, landscaping will be completed 
around the Begbie and started on the west 
side of the campus near the new Phoenix 
and Faculty Centre. 

Recent road maintenance has included 
new curbs and gutters on the west section 
of Ring Road and footpaths leading to the 
Phoenix. 

The original entrance from Henderson 
Road was banked the wrong way causing 


cars turning right on Ring Road to slide to 
the left, according to Campbell. The radius * 
of the curve has now been changed and the 
slope corrected. 

According to Campbell, there will be no 
new student residences for a while because 
they are too difficult to finance under pres¬ 
ent economic conditions. Student residen¬ 
ces are supposed to pay for themselves. 
Today’s interest rates would mean that res¬ 
idence fees would have to be very high.

A teacher in Victoria public schools 
for 24 years, Johns was a member of the faculty of the Provincial Normal School and Victoria 
College, becoming a member of the Faculty of Education when UVic was established in 1963. A 
selection of Johns’ works are included in the exhibition which continued to Jan. 12. 


Parents respond to chapel fund 


The parents of 190 first-year UVic students 
have responded quickly to an appeal for 
funds to build a non-denominational 
chapel on the UVic campus. 

The unique project, a chapel open to all 
denominations and to those of no religious 
affiliation, will be located in a quiet corner 
of University Gardens. The $750,000 
required for construction is being raised by 
public subscription. 

About 3,000 letters were recently sent to 
parents of students in first year at UVic. 
Donations have been returned from 
throughout British Columbia and from 
other provinces. 

Within two weeks, 190 parents had con¬ 
tributed $8,900 to the chapel fund, averag¬ 
ing almost $50 a donation. “This is the kind 
of support we need to make the dream a 
reality,” says Floyd Fairclough, campaign 
co-ordinator and director of Community 
Relations at UVic. 

Letters have also been recently sent to 
UVic Alumni Association members and 
they have responded with more than $5,300 
in donations to date. During the past week, 
faculty and staff received letters and 
pledge cards. 


Cash donations and pledges to the cam¬ 
paign now total more than $30,000, includ¬ 
ing a $5,000 grant from the Victoria 
Foundation. 

Churches throughout British Columbia 
are also participating in the fund-raising 
appeal by designating a “Chapel Sunday” 
when congregations will be asked to sup¬ 
port the chapel. 

The province-wide appeal has already 
begun in some churches. “We greatly 
appreciate the support we are receiving 
from the churches of Vancouver Island and 
elsewhere in the province,” says Gerald 
Bryson, general chairman of the chapel 
campaign committee. 

“The chapel was conceived in a truly 
ecumenical spirit which we will see demon¬ 
strated as church after church celebrates 
Chapel Sunday.” 

The campaign is being carried to the 
province since 64 per cent of UVic’s 9,000 
students come from outside the Greater 
Victoria area.

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Opposes chapel 


Editor: 

I note in the Nov. 27 issue of the Ring, the 
article which describes the early response to 
the Chapel fund drive. My attention was partic¬ 
ularly attracted to the quotation ascribed to the 
fund-raising Chairman, Gerry Bryson, who ref¬ 
ers to the “low-key campaign” for contribu¬ 
tions, and hopes to “raise the money fairly 
quickly”. I would like to point out to you and 
your readers that these fund-raising proce¬ 
dures are consistent with procedures that were 
used to gain approval of the Chapel develop¬ 
ment in the first place. Our President, in 
response to an alleged “need” of students for a 
building on campus for conduct of “worship, 
weddings, baptisms and funerals”, also used a 
“low-key” procedure to “fairly-quickly” she¬ 
pherd the Chapel proposal through the Cam¬ 
pus Development Committee and the Board of 
Governors. Minimum exposure of the proposal 
to faculty and students at large was part of an 
apparent strategy to subvert possible opposi¬ 
tion to the development. Designation of the 
proposed facility as serving the function of a 
“meditation center” was also an effective ploy 
to divert attention from the prime objective of 


establishing a Christian “Church” on campus. 
The result is a “fait accompli”. Significant con¬ 
sultation with the University and surrounding 
communities is limited to the choice of whether 
or not to donate money. 

As you can gather; I have been most dis¬ 
mayed by the prospect of this development on 
campus and the means by which it was 
approved. Such an important, philosophical 
issue as the establishment of church (alias 
“Chapel”) at UVic, a development that has an 
effect on each student, staff and faculty 
member that identifies with this institution, 
deserved a much more democratic mandate 
than has occurred. I challenge the Administra¬ 
tion to conduct a referendum among the con¬ 
stituent faculty and staff on the issue of this 
development, and challenge the Alma Mater 
Society to do likewise for the student body. A 
sixty per cent vote in favor seems to be a stand¬ 
ard University criterion for acceptance. Until 
such ratification is obtained, I will maintain my 
opinion that we’ve been hoodwinked by a pow¬ 
erful minority. I’ll not hold my breath while wait¬ 
ing for such action.
